The death of Eddie Smith, sporting editor of THE TRIBUNE, 


is a distinct loss to the community. As an exemplar of clean sport 
and clean living Eddie Smith was a worthy member of society. In 
his work as sporting editor he was a fine example of, fairness and 
truthfulness. 
As a. referee of sporting events he won universal 


esteem and confidence by his impartiality and his endeavors.' to 
teep sport clean and on an elevated plane. 


But in other respects Eddie Smith had claims to -the respect 


and good-will of^the community. As athletic instructor, referee of 
boxing matches and sporting writer he was conspicuous, and an 
object of the attention of young men. 
His cleanness of speech 


End habit set an example that cannot be too highly commended'." 
lie was the friend of every kind of legitimate sport, and the con- 
sistent foe to everything low, vulgar and illegitimate. He labored 
by pen and example to encourage honorable sport and to discourage 
the debasement of athletics. 
He would .have nothing to do with 


anything that was not distinctly on the square, and he rendered 
legitimate sport a great service by telling the truth with forthright 
candor. 


In his private life he was a model for young men—a sincere 


and loyal friend, a faithful employe, and a loving son and husband. 
He was devoted to his wife, mother and sister, to whom he gave a 
love and attention which will cause them to idealize his memory. 
His passion for sports never led him to neglect those loved ones 
or-to falter in his duty to them. 


Naturally his profession brought him in contact with the 


rougher members of society and some elements that were far from 
respectable. But always he carried himself like a gentleman, spoke 
like a gentleman and played iiis part everywhere as a gentleman 
should. A gentleman in truth .he was—a frank, truthful, straightfor- 
ward, honest-hearted man, who set a good example and exerted a' 
wholesome influence on his associates and all athletic activities. In 
THE TRIBUNE office his death is deplored with a sense of per- 
sonal sorrow, and the grief of his family will be shared by every 
member of the editorial staff with whom -he was associated. The 
readers of the paper will feel his loss keenly—not because he was a 
brilliant writer, but because he spoke with authority about all kinds 
of sport and told the truth with honest sincerity and without malice. 
His journalistic methods were clean and Wholesome and therefore 
entirely praiseworthy. 


Eddie Smith will be mourned by a host of friends in all ranks 


of society—such friends as only genuine merit could 'win. 


The "spotless town" crusade inaugurated in Berkeley is to be 


commended. A similar movement ought to be inaugurated in Oak- 
land. If people would take more interest in,, keeping their premises 
clean and neat the town would present a much better appearance. 
Too many neglect to cut the weeds on the edge of their sidewalks 
?ind allow their yards to go uncared for. Fences are left unpainted 
while old papers and trash are deposited in the streets. The result 
is a general untidiness, very unpleasant to the eye and d'arig'erous 


to health. If every householder would co-operate with the munici- 
pal authorities in keeping the streets and sidewalks clean and clear 
of rubbish the town would present a more wholesome and attrac- 
tive aspect. 
Individual effort will do much by setting a good ex- 


ample, but a vast deal more can be accomplished, by an organized 
movement—by getting together and working together as the people' 
of Berkeley are doing. Here is a chance for somebody to take the 
3ead in a worthy public enterprise. Cleanliness is next to Godliness, 
and the maxim applies as forcibly to cities-as it does to individuals. 


onopolists aod Reformers In 


C. L. Chisholm, the head of the Paper Trust,, is.. very much 


disgusted with President Taft because of his efforts to enforce the 
anti-trust laws and his general attitude 'toward what is termed "big 
business." Mr. Chisholm says he -does not discern a hint of true 
Republicanism in what President Taft has done or proposes to do. 
He professes to regard the .President as a radical who is persecuting 
capital and injuring business. 


At the other extreme we find Senator Bristow, who 'declares 


against President Taft for doing precisely the opposite of what 
Mr. Chisholm charges him -with "doing. . .Senator .Bristow says the 
President is doing' all he can to favor "big business" and is favoring 
organized capital at the expense of the people. He calls the Presi- 
dent the friend of the trusts and intimates that he is not enforcing 
the laws in good faith.. Mr. Chisholm, himself a trust magnate, 
says the President is ruining the country by prosecuting the trusts 
and making them obey the law. He claims that organized capital 
is being persecuted unjustly. 


Senator Bristow is talking for political effect and we presume 


Mr. Chisholm is doing the same. Their statements, however, are 
absolutely contradictory. President Taft cannot be a friend and a 
persecutor of the trusts at the same time. He cannot be prosecut- 
ing the trusts with undue severity and at the same time be merely 
making a bluff at enforcing the law. 


But Senator Bristow and 'Mr. Chisholm are agreed upon one 


point. They are both opposed to reciprocity with Canada. 
Mr. 


Chisholm says reciprocity ivill deprive the manufacturers' (of paper) 
of the protection they are entitled to, while Senator Bristow says! 
it deprives the farmers of the protectipn 'they are entitled to. Mr. 
Chisholm says it will not make food- cheaper -while Senator Bristow 
says it will flood the American market with cheap food products 
from Canada, to the injury of the American farmers.' 


Here again is a contradiction which '.cannot be harmonized. 
Mr. Chisholm desires to perpetuate the monopoly he and his 


associates now have, and Senator Bristow would assist him to per- 
petuate it on the theory that monopoly is better for the farmers 
than reciprocal trade with Canada. Senator Bristow's, fear for the 
farmers is unfounded, as has been repeatedly shown, and there is a 
suspicion that he is striving more for factional political ends than 
he is to serve American agriculture. 
However, he has found a 


common ground on which he can stand with monopolists and trust 
magnates. 


The truth is to be found between what Mr. Chishol-m alleges 


and Senator Bristow asserts. 
President Taft is the friend of every 


legitimate industry, but is opposed to monopolies in restraint of 
trade and unlawful combinations of capital. That he is the friend of 
all^ American producers goes without saying. In making factious 
opposition to his policies on absurd and imaginary grounds Senator 
Bristow is aiding the trusts and monopolists, which he professes 
to abhor, to maintain their grip on the American public. No matter 
what reasons Senator Bristow may give for Jifs conduct, he is stand- 
ing with monopolists like Chisholm in opposition to a reciprocal 
iiade arrangement that will cement peace between Canada and the 
Lnited States and be beneficial to the masses in both countries.

When President McKinley was staying in San Francisco all 


sorts of tricks and devices were- resorted to in order to prevent him 
from- visiting this, city and having a demonstration here in his honor. 
Many Oakland1-people remember with chagrin how the efforts made 
in San Francisco to monopolize President Harrison made his visit 
to this city a farce. The time allotted to Oakland was cut so short 
that he was compelled to race through the city to meet the engage- 
ments made for him in San Francisco.. 'He did not meet the Oak- 
land reception committee nor review, the procession in his honor. 


That ill-starred visit -cost Harrispn at least 1000 Republican 


votes at the ensuing'election and gave Grover Cleveland the electoral 
vote of California.

Wh,en President Roosevelt came out here the same efforts were 


made to keep him out of Oakland. After the program was made 
the San Francisco committee tried to reduce the President's visit to 
a ride through the streets, and~very nearly succeeded. As'it was, 
Oakland was snubbed and treated outrageously by the people across

We-went through the same Experience when President Taft 


was out here on his first visit. San, Francisco cut in on Oakland's 
time and literally grabbed the President at the reviewing stand and 
bore him away to swell the petty triumph of petty men.

Francisco has cut in on us again.' By a shrewd trick the time allotted 
to this city,has been cut down from three.hours to 90.minutes. And 
this after the program had been agreed-upon. Under that program 
the President was allotted two whole days in San Francisco, while 
Oakland was only to.have.three hours. But that has been deemed 
.too. much by the intriguers, across the bay. They surreptitiously 
rearranged the program and got the President to approve it before 
the people of Oakland got notice of the trickery. The San Fran- 
cisco committee., proposes to come over here, and take the President 
away before he has sufficient time to see the people and lay the 
cornerstone of the new city hall. It: is a deliberate insult to the 
people of Oakland. Tt is also unjust to the President, who will 
come out here,' not alone to see San Francisco, but to visit all the 
people of California. He is being abused and his good nature im- 
posed upon by men who do not scruple to take any sort of advantage 
over their neighbors and to resort to any sort of misrepresentation 
to achieve contemptible ends.

i dances, feasts .and "chicken pull", cel- 
i ebrations and devote attention to sheep 
raising and blanket weaving, according 
to reports receivedr.at the Indian bu- 
reau, which point out that the Navajo 
squaws are the "grub getters." 


The Indian bureau Is -gathering* in- 


formation from the Indians and from 
traders with whom they deal as to the 
extent of the Navajo sheep and blan- 
ket industry. 
It is believed the re- 


ports will show that this New Mexico- 
Arizona tribe of redmen sells annually 


I between $400,000 and 5500,000 worth 
j of blankets. The government wants to 
teach them the value of improving this 
industry and of raising a variety of 
sheep which will give them better wool 
than 
they 
obtain from the native 
sheep they now use. 
• It is estimated- 
that the 
Navajos 


have 1,000,000 sheep, of which 80 per 
cent are native. 
Fully 80 per cent of 


the tribe live from some work con- 
nected with the sheep and blanket 
industry. 
All the blankets are made 


by the squaws who, with the children, 
also do much of the work of sheep 
herding and shearing and wool carding 
and spinning. 
One report said that 


-if the "bucks" would help the women 
make blankets they could earn on an 
average $500 a year to a family, which 
is more 
than 
the average 
salary 


of the white families of 
this, coun- 


try. 
Another 
report 
declared that 
"generally speaking the man is not a 
prod active factor in the two great in- 
dustries 
of sheep raising and blan- 


ke/. weaving." 


One reason why the.government has

to 
help the Navajo in his 


blanket industry Is because imitations 
have appeared on tho market, where- 
fore the Navajo is.to be urged.to keep 
up the quality.of his product.

C.—Brooks' comet., the latest sky-wan- 
derer to be picked up by astronomers, 
and which is visible to the naked eye', 
may never again be visible to man after 
it disappears, according to the Rev. Dr. 
George M. Searle, retiring lecturing pro- 
fessor of the Newman Club, Berkeley, 
and discoverer' of the asteroid Pandora. 


Dr. Searle,. who was at one time con- 


nected with the department of astronomy 
at Harvard 
Observatory, , has been enr 


g-ajgred in observations at the 
Students' 


Observatory.

Dr. Searle first "picked up" the Brooks', 


comet on Tuesday, August 29, with tho 
aid of a pair of opera glasses. 


MOON TOO BRIGHT. 


"Brooks' comet is visible to tha naked 


eye," he said. "It would not, however, 
be recognized as a comet by the ordinary 
star-gazer, as it appears now as simply a 
faint, hasy star. Moreover, at the pres- 
ent time, the moon, which will be full on 
Friday, diminishes the chances of. seeing 
it: 


"Afte_r the full moon It can oe seen in 


the evening before moonrise. 
On Sun- 


day evening, say at 9 o'clock, U will be 
close, below the easily recognized constel- 
lation of five stars in Eraco, which con- 
stellation will be nearly below Vega, which 
is the brightest fixed star now visible, 
and near the Zenith, toward the east. 


"With a good marine glass, or even 


with an opera glass, the comet will ap- 
pear not as a star, but'as a round, fuzzy 
ball. Probably no tail will be visible. 


COMET IS NEW. 


"On subsequent nights the comet will 
be farther toward the- west. It is, like 
most comets, moving into a nearly para- 
bolic or infinite orbit, never seen before, 
and never 'to be seen again, unless per- 
haps after thousands of years. 


"Its -appearance was not a matter of 


calculation or prediction. It was simply 
found by Mr. Brooks late in July last, 
by patiently searching the sky for any 
such objects which, he. might happen to 
pick up.

"The Brooks is like all comets, mpv- 


ing strictly in accordance with the law 
of gravitation, and once found and ob- 
served for a few days, its future course 
in the sky can be and has be.en deter- 
mined q.ulte accurately."
